The gives
an entertaining and readsble description of
the western edge of the continent, It
written in a rather gnshing style, and the ob-
gervations which the author ccensionally lots
fall are not always the most profound.

Capture of n Gang of Connierfelters nnd Lorge

Quantities of Bogus Stasaps - Maony Pavties in

Good stnnding Cdgmpromised,

NeEw York, Nov. .—Colonel Whiteley. of the
United Btates Seceret Service lli\i-qml,-u.ud his
detectives, have suceeeded In capturing a gang
of counterfeiters, regularly organized for the
purpose of manufacturing and selling vountor-
felt tobacco stumps, securities, and money. He
stated that many partles In good standingin this
vity, Virginin, and North Carollua are i'uhﬂi['u_p
mised, The detectives eaptured a large quantity
of bogus stamips, ete. ' ’

On Oetoler 15 o somewhal notorions charac-
ter, named Valney Wright, was arrested, charged
with having sttempted to sell o large quantity of
sixty-pound tobaceo stampas, He was -ﬂli.;i[l\‘
taken hefore Commissioner Oshorne and held 1i
2000 1o awalt the actlon of the Grand Jury, the
lnct of his arrest being carefully concealed, lest
publication should warn his confederates. These
stumps are of the inest execution, and even good
ofticials, who have exnmined them, are uuable to
detect their worthlessness,

The bed plece, roll, and plate, with six trans-
fers, were secured. The lnvestigations were
continued, and resulted In the discovery, us is
nlleged, that Hart Plerce, of No. 39 Nassan
street, was a mewmber of the gang.  Pierce Is an
accomplished engraver, s usative of this city,
und thirty-elght years of nge. -1t belng evident
that more important iondividuals were bohind
Pleree, a wateh was sot at his door, which led to
thie discovery that Colonel Robert Clark, who,
during the war, cemmnnded the 14th New York
Volupteors, and whose milltary reputation was
wood, was o constant visitor of Plerce,

Clark ovcupled o sult of rooms at No. 167
Fast feventeenth street.  On October 30 White-
ley made o descent on Plerce's quarters, and
seized all the dlesgnd wachinery used In coun-
terleiting, nmong which was a costly press for
trupslerring,  Alter the selzure of the premises
Clark onme innnd was arrested, and on gxam -
Ining bis apartments, abundant evidences of his
guilt were found,  One valise contalned a plate
of sixty dies for making one cont stamp, a large
quantity of two hundred and ten pound stamps,
togother with about #15,000 of clean genulne
stamps.  Further inquiries discovered that these
Etlnmps were printed atfirinee’s Bay, and n sufli-
cleut force was sent thére, who surrounded the
place, o littde hut on the beach.

The prisonera and
material were brought to this city, and the
forgers taken to the United States Marshal's
oitice, where they were held In costody.

It wns now ascertnined that an engraver
pomed Carpenter, having an oiflee at No. 11
Bloomtielid #treet, Boston, had been employed to
epgrave United Btates 520 bonds for this gane.
WlLitely despatched two men to Boston on Mon-
day evenlog. On  their arrival they ealled to
thelr nesiptanee Wood and  Henth, detectives of
that eity. On Tuesday morning the fonr en
tered € arpenter’s establishment and arrested
him while cmploved in engraving a puss on the
Wilmington and Baltimore Rallroad. Imme-
dintely after hi2 atrest, be surrendered to the
officors n #1000 520 bomd, which he had heen
employed to engrave by a man in this eity who
wog In the last stage of consnmption.

It s believed that several hoodred thousand
dollars of these stampa have been put in elrenla-
tion, apd It = alleged that numerous other pro-
minent persons in this eclty are under surveil-
lance, whose arrest suflicient evidence has not
vot been obiained to warrant,
